The  Report  for  this  year  differs  from  those  formerly  presented 
to  you.  in  that  it  is  a  Survey  Report. 

It  unfortunately  contains  a  large  mass  of  detail,  which  is 
required  by  the  Central  Authorities,  but  well  known  to  the  Committee. 

* 

The  Report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  648  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  supposed  to  deal  comprehensively  with  the 
measure  of  progress  made  in  the  area  during  the  proceeding  five  years 
in  the  improvement  of  the  public  health.  It  must  refer  to  the  extent 
and  character  of  the  changes  mads  during  that  period  as  regards  Housing, 
at or  Supply,  Sewerage,  Scavenging,  Food  Inspection,  Maternity  and  Chili 
Welfare  schemes,  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  schemes,  provision 
of  isolation  hospital  accommodation,  or  other  services  directed  to  the 
prevention  or  cure  of  disease.  It  must  also  refer  to  any  action  of 
importance  in  the  organization  or  development  of  the  Public  Health 
Services  contemplated  by  the  Local  Authority  or  thought  desirable  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
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During  the  year  under  review,  much  has  been  'written  as  to  the 
reorganization  of  the  Public  Health  Services  of  the  country. 

The  British  Medical  Association  -  an  Association  primarily  of  private 
and  insurance  practitioners  -  has  set  its  face  against  the  County 
Council  assuming  supervisory  functions  over  Urban  and  Rural  District 
Councils.  Its  ideal  was  to  form  entirely  new  health  committees, 
with  a  large  town  as  the  centre,  and  to  abolish  county  health 
administration  entirely. 
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It  must,  however,  bo  remembered  that  the  Committee  of  the 


Association  which  made  those  recommendations  was  not  unanimous,  and 


that  those  most  qualified  to  judge  wore  so  opposed  to  the  policy 
outlined  by  the  Association  that,  it  was  finally  resolved  that  further 
cbnsideration  of  the  matter  by  the  Council  be  given  before  any 
parliamentary  or  political  action  be  taken-: 

On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  remembered  that  County  Councils  hove  been 
in  existence  for  nearly  40  years.  Their  areas  Ar'e  the  same  as  those 
of  the  Petty  Sessions,  which  reach  as  far  back  as  the  reign  of  Edward  111. 
During  the  past  15  years  the  general  trend  cf  legislation  and  of  public 
thought  has  been  to  place  all  the  newer  measures  of  public  hygiene  in 
the  hands  of  County  Councils.  This  began  in  1902 ,  when  the  supervision 
of  Midwives  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council.  It  was  soon 
followed  by  the  medical  inspection  and  treatment  of  school  children,  by 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  mental  defect,  venereal  disease,  and  the 
care  of  the  blind.  This  work  has  throughout  the  country  been  performed 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public  and  of  the  central  authorities. 


It  has  been  objected  that  County  Council  areas  are  too  large  for  the 
individual  attention  which  the  newer  legislation  demands.  This 
objection  fell  to  the  ground  with  the  introduction  of  fast  motor 
transport,  and  in  any  case  is  obviously  Beside  the  mark  in  the  small 
counties  such  as  the  Soke  of  Peterborough. 

In  the  Public  Health  Report  of  the  City  of  Peterborough  the  matter 
is  gone  into  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Ron* county  Borough. 

It  appears  that  the  sanitary  powers  of  such  a  community  should  be  co¬ 
terminous  with  that  of  the  milk  supply  -  an  impossible  prr  osition  - 
as  it  appears  that  some  of  the  milk  supply  of  the  City  comes  from  as 
far  afield  as  Melton  Mowbray:  And  again  on  Page  12  it  is  stated  that 
even  in  the  City  there  is  a  running  contravention  of  the  Eye- laws,  and 
that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  unable  to  secure  the  effective 
support  and  action  to  ensure  the  Bye-laws  being  carried  out.  If  this  be 

the  case,  the  argument  for  the  extention  of  the  powers  of  Non- county 

Boroughs  is  not  strengthened.  (  2  )  (

It  is  practically  the  sar.e  area  as  tho  Opiongrene  of  Do cr.es day 
Book,  v/ith  the  exception  of  Stibbington,  now  in  Huntingdonshire,  and 
Easton- on- the-iiill ,  nor;  in  the  Residue  of  Northamptonshire* 

It  is  situated  in  the  North  Eastern  portion  of  tho  geographical  County 
of  Northamptonshire,  is  bordered  on  the  West  by  Rutlind:  on  the  East 
by  the  Isle  of  Ely?  on  the  North  by  Bollard  and  Kesteven,  and  on  the 
South  by  Huntingdonshire. 

The  City  of  Peterborough  is  situated  on  either  side  of  the  River  None. 
The  geographical  subsoil  on  which  the  City  stands  consists  of  Oxford 
Clay  covered  on  the  northern  portion  by  cornbrash.  The  City  is 
situated  on  level  ground-  rendering  locomotion  easy  but  drainage 
difficult.  The  average  rainfall  is  1.80  per  month. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  Peterborough  was  a 
snail  Cathedral  Town.  With  the  coming  of  tho  railways  its  character 
changed.  Large  numbers  of  small  houses  were  built  in  long  straight 
streets .namedd  after  distinguished  statesmen  of  Victorian  and  Georgian 
days.  Engineering  works  in  connection  with  tho  railways  quickly 
followed.  There  are  also  large  agricultural  engineering  works,  motor 
roller  works,  and  baking  machinery  works.  There  is  also  a  corset 
factory  and  an  elastic  factory. 

The  Peterborough  Rural  District  lies  between  the  river  Welland 

on  the  north  and  the  river  Nona  or  the  South.  The  North  Eastern  part 

of  tho  district  consists  of  Font and ,  where  the  land  is  mostly  below  high 

vmtor  mark,  and  would  be  covered  by  tho  Cea  at  high  spring  tides  but 
for  the  various  artificial  arrangements  adopted  to  prevent-  flooding. 
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This  Fenland  consists  of  a  various  accumulation  of  gravels, 
sands,  silts,  and  clays,  with  intercalated  layers  of  peat. 

The  western  and  southern  part  of  the  area  is  gently  undulatory  in 
character.  The  inhabitants  are  chiefly  concerned  in  a:/? i culture, 

but  there  are  two  large  engineering  works,  one  concerned  with  tbo 
making  of  tractors,  oil  engines,  air  compressors  etc.,  and  another 
with  shop  fittings.  There  aro  two  brickyards,  one  at  Eye  and  the 
other  at  Dogsthorpe.  There  is  a  Paper-  Factory  at  Helpston. 

The  Barnacle  Rural  District  is  purely  agricultural  land  lying 
between  the  rivers  Welland  and  None.  It  consists  of  gently 
undulating  open  land,  with  a  fair  amount  of  woodland.  All  the 
employment  in  the  County  is  of  a  healthy  kind,  and  there  is  no 
incidence  of  any  industrial  disease-  such  as  lead  poisoning  or 
silicosis .

During  the  year  1025  thirty-six  patients  (  24  males  and 
12  females)  were  resident  at  the  Horthar.pt onsh ire 
Sanatorium  Creator,  and  six  patients  (  3  males  and  3 
foraales)  at  the  Eversfield  Chest  Hospital. 

Cases  of  advanced  tuberculosis  are  sent  either  to  St 
Joseph’s  Hospice,  Mare  Street,  Hackney,  London,  2.8,  or 
to  the  Cambridgeshire  Tuberculosis  Colony,  Papworth. 

During  1  °26  four  patients  (  2  men  and  2  women)  were  sent 
to  St  Joseph’s  Hospice,  and  one  man  to  the  Papworth  Colony. 

Cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  children  are  sent  to 
the  Church  Army  Sanatorium  at  Fleet  or  Heath  End  Farnham. 
During  the  year  1925  seven  children  were  in  residence, 

2  being  boys  and  5  girls. 

Cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  are  sent  to  Lord  Mayor 
Treloar’s  Hone  at  Alton  or  to  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  at  Oswestry.  During  !n25  three  boys  were 
resident  at  Alton,  and  2  males  C  one  being  an  adult) 
at  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

Additional  accommodation  for  cases  of  pulmonary

It  is  built  of  brick,  and  consists  of 
an  administrative  block  and  two  isolation  blocks.

laundry,  disinfecting  rooms,  a  mortuary,  and  a  coach  house. 
The.  Hospital  up  till  1322  confined  itself  to  the  treatment 
of  Enteric  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Diphtheria. 

In  1922  tho  Committee  decided  to  allot  3  or  4  vacant  beds 
for  the  treatment  of  Measles,  and  in  that  year  3  cases  were 
treated;  in  1223  1  case  was  treated,  and  in  1924  no  mention

whether  any  cases  of  Measles  were  admitted,  and

In  1924  the  City  Council  decided  to  admit  cases  of 


pneumonia,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  no  cases  v/ere  admitted 


in  1225,  although  56  cases  were  notified,  and  14  deaths 
occurred.  16  of  these  56  cases  lived  in  overcrowded  or 
insanitary  awel 1 inns . 

I  am.  unable  to  state  how  many  of  the  cases  received 
hospital  treatment  at  the  Peterborough  and  the  Thorpe  Road 
Poor  Law  Infirmaries,  but  it  seems  that  the  infectious 
disease  hospital  at.  Peterborough  has  not  succeeded  in 
attracting  patients  suffering  from  measles  and  pneumonia. 


An  arrangement  exists  whereby  the  Borough  Council  will 
admit  cases  of  infectious  disease  from  the  Peterborough  and 
Norman  Cross  Rural  Districts-  and  the  Old  Fletton  Urban 
District,  at  an.  agreed  sum  per  week,  provided  there  is 


room  for  them.  whether  this  extends  to  the  treatment  of 


measles  and  pneumonia  I  do  not  know,  as  information  has 
not  been  given  me  by  tho  City  Authorities,  nor  am  I  informed 
as  to  how  the  sexes  and  diseases  aro  distributed  in  two 
blocks  which  aro  reserved  for  infectious  disease. 

The  nursing  staff  consists  of  a  Matron,  3  assistant  nurses, 
and  1  probationer  nurse,  as  far  as  con  be  made  out  from 
the  Medical  Officer’s  Reports. 


The  Small -nox  Hospital  is  situated  on  a  site  close  to 
tho  Corporation  Soy/ a  go  Farm.  It  consists  of  two  wards, 
each  ward  containing  4  bods. 

In  1922  sanitary  annexes  v/sre  built,  for  each  of  the  v/ards 
and  Tf.C's  were  installed. 

I  have  no  information  as  to  how  the  nursing  is  performed. 
There  is  an  ambulance  situated  at  the  Small-pox  Hospital. 

The  following  Councils  share  ir.  this  Hospital  and  contribute 
to  its  upkeep  in  proportion  to  its  population  ; -

A  new  high  pressure  steam  steriliser  was  acquired  in  1215. 

The  Earnack  Rural  District  shares  with  the  same 
Authorities  accommodation  at  the  rev:  hosrital  situated 
in  Shacklewcll  Hollow,  close  to  the  Old  Heath,  Ketton. 
There  is  accommodation  for  forty  patients. 

There  is  a  resident  Caretaker,  who  is  in  tie  service  of 
the  Marquess  of  Exeter,  who  was  the  3 or or  of  the  land. 

The  Small-Fox  Hospital  is  situated  about  399  yards  away 
from  the  main  road  between  the  village  of  Emringham  and 
the  town  of  Stanford.  There  are  no  houses  within  a  auarte; 
of  a  mile  of  it.  It  is  surrounded  by  a  double  fence. 

There  is  a  new  and  excellent  12  roomed  administrative 
block,  containing  a  committee  room,  sitting  rooms, 
bedrooms,  bathrooms,  and  kitchens  for  the  Resident  Medical 
Officer,  nurses,  and  domestic  staff.  Water  is  laid  on 
ir.sido  this  building,  which  is  derived  from  a  spring 
worked  by  a  ran.  The  supply  is  constant  and  pure. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  are  water  closets. 

The  wards  for  the  patients  are  old  buildings  made  of 
galvanised  iron.  Water  is  not  laid  on  inside  the 
Fuiluing,  but  there  is  a  tap  outside  tho  three  wards. 

The  closets  are  pans.  There  are  rooms  for  baths,  but 
those  have  not  been  fixed.

The  Rural  District  of  Peterborough  has  tho  highest  birth  rat.o 
o:  the  three  County  Districts,  and  the  I arrack  Rural  District  the 
lowest.  In  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  birth  rete  is  18.3; 
for  the  105  County  Eorourhs  and  Croat  Towns  18.3;  for  the  lr7  smaller 
towns  (  of  which  the  City  o£  Peteri  or^uwh  is  one)  18.3,  and  for  London 
18.0.  In  this  County  the  Ratification  of  Births  Act  was  not 

adopted  tv  the  County  Council,  banco  tho  County  Medical  Officer  receives 
notifications  of  birth  from  the  District  Helical  Officers. 

144  of  these  were  notif  ied  by  Midv/ives;  the  remainder  by  doctors  or 
parents.  23  of  the  births  were  returned  as  still -births. 

34  children  •.•ere  born  out  of  Ted  lost  -  an  improvement  on  last  year’s 
figure.  28  of  the 3^  were  assigned  to  the  City  of  Tetcir borough,  7  to 
tho  Peterborough  Rural  District,  ;»rd  2  to  the  Earnick  area. 

The  number  and  percental  of  illegitimate  births  since  1812 
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(  14  ) 
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During  tho  last  few  yenrs  there  has  been  a  fall  in  the 
percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  this  County.  The  illegitimate 
percentage  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as'  a  whole  in  1024  was  4.15, 
a  figure  practically  tho  same  as  that  for  the  Soke  of  Potorborough  in 
1025.  The  variations  in  the  different  counties  and  countries  is 
remarkable.  In  a  ten  years  survey  it  varied  from  28  per  1000  births 
in  Essex  to  64  in  Shropshire,  and  in  countries  from  101  in  Denmark  to 
26  in  Ireland.  It  does  not  depend  upon  poverty,  upon  climate,  or 
upon  religion.  Ireland  is  a  poor  country  with  a  low  illegitimate  rate 
of  20,  but  England  is  wealthy,  and  the  rate  is  40  per  1000. 

Italy,  a  warm  country,  has  a  far  lower  rate  than  Denmark,  which  has 
a  cold  climate.  Austria  is  a  Catholic  country,  and  so  is  Ireland, 
but  the  rate  for  Austria  was  over  140  per  1000  births,  as  compared 
with  26  per  1000  in  Ireland. 

During  the  year  the  subject  of  the  diminishing  birth  rate,  and 
the  kindred  one  of  birth  control,  lias  been  receiving  more  and  more 
attention.  Lv  a  considerable  majority  the  Louse  of  Lords  decided  that 
Lis  Majesty’s  Government  be  requested  to  withdraw  all  instructions 
given  to  or  imposed  upon  7/el  fare  Committees  for  tho  purpose  of  causing 
such  committees  to  withhold  from  married  women  in  their  district 
information  when  sought  by  such  women  as  to  the  best  method  of  limiting 
their  families.  Further,  a  stronr  Committee  of  Clergy  of  the  Church 
of  England,  and  nonconformists  decided  that 

"There  are  numerous  cases  in  which  control  of  conception  considered 
in  itself,  and  apart  from  the  question  of  the  methods  employed  is 
medically  necessary  and  economically  advisable,  but  in  every  such 
case  all  the  circumstances  should  be  weighod  in  tho  light  of  the 
best  available  scientific  and  ethical  counsel.  M 

It  would  appear  that  both  from  the  national  and  ethical  point 

of  view  birth  control  is  desirable.  Apparently  the  Ministry  of  health 

considered  that  such  cases  attending  infant  welfare  centres  should  le 

referred  to  a  hospital  or  to  private  practitioners,  but  it  was  pointed 
out  by  Lord  Dalfour  of  Burleigh  that  tho  giving  of  such  information  to 
poor  women  vra®  in  many  cases  refused,  both  by  private  practitioners  and 

the  staffs  of  cur  voluntary  hospitals. 
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It  has  been  stated  that  the  voluntary  workers  connected  with 
infant  welfare  centres  would  object  to  instruction  in  methods  of  birth 
control  being  given  at  the  institutions  which  they  serve.  But  such  is 
by  no  means  the  case,  for  the  London  workers  section  of  the  Association 
of  Infant  Welfare  &  Maternity  Centres  make  a  special  appeal  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  n  To  remove  the  embargo  in  the  giving  of  information 
on  birth  control  at  infant  welfare  centres  by  the  Medical  Officer.  " 

It  is  satisfactory  to  read  that  one  of  the  loading  ladies  doctors 
in  London,  Mr  Harold  Cbapplo,  says  he  has  never  seen  any  harm  result 
from  the  use  of  contraceptive  methods:  sterility,  haemorrhage,  and 
peritonitis  have  never  resulted  in  his  experience.

that  by  operation,  has  boon  discovered .  Since  ny  last  report  v;as 
written  Dr  Thomas  Lumsdsn  has  continued  his  researches,  and  of  the  50 
mice  cured  of  their  career  and  again  irnoculated,  only  two  developed 
cancerous  tumours.  This  shows  that  the  immunity  developed  by  his  form 
of  treatment  lasts  for  a  considerable  period  of  time. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  published  pamphlets  on 
tho  natural  duration  of  cancer  and  tho  affect  of  operation  on  cancer  of 
the  breast.  Tho  normal  expectation  of  life  of  a  -woman  aged  r»c*  is 
19.35  years,  but  of  a  woman  affected  with  untreated  cancer  only  3.2C  yrs . 
Tho  expectation  of  life  of  2  woman  operated  on  under  average  conditions 
is  5.74  years,  and  of  a  woman  operated  on  under  the  best  conditions 
12.93  years.  These  facts  are  now  appreciated  by  the  general  public. 
Unfortunately  the  curability  of  gastric  cancer  when  submitted  to  early 
operations  is  not  so  widely  known.  Nearly  10,000  persons  die 
annually  from  cancer  of  the  stomach,  as  compared  with  little  over 
half  that  number  from  cancer  of  the  breast.  It  is  important  for 
middle  aged  persons  to  realize  that  anaemia,  loss  of  weight,  and  loss 
of  appetite  may  mean  cancer  of  the  stomach. 

Of  the  44  deaths  from  bronchitis,  as  many  as  27  occurred  in 
persons  over  65  years  of  age. 
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Influenza  has  3 rain  been  v;ith  us,  anil  accounts  for  20  deaths, 

8  of  the  so  be  inf  in  persons  under  25  years  of  ag?.  Last  year  25 
deaths  were  attributed  to  this  scourge,  and  in  1022  twenty  deaths 
ware  registered. 

Diabetes  accounts  for  0  deaths,  as  compared  with  6  in  1924,  8  in 
1223,  4  in  1022,  uni  0  in  1021.  Four  of  those  9  deaths  occurred  in 
males ,  and  5  ir.  fannies.  Here,  as  in  England  and  Wales,  more  women 
than  men  seem  to  die  of  this  disease  -  a  conparitively  new  feature  of 
the  disease,  for  until  1920  there  was  a  groat  * zee so  of  male  deaths. 
Throughout  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  there  has  been  a  dimunition 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  119  per  one  million  persons  living  in 
1922  ■ o  192  in  1924.  Hr  such  dimunition  is  seen  in  Peterborough, 
and  it  is  uncertain  whether  the  disease  in  the  rest  of  the  country 
is  duo  the  introduction  of  the  new  treatment  bg3'  Insulin. 

In  the  United  States  there  has  been  no  decrease  hut  rather  an  increase 
in  the  fatal iV?  of  Uu»  disease.

Three  wornon,  I  an  sorry  to  say,  died  from  the  off  nets  of 
confinements.  All  of  these  occurred  ir.  the  City  of  Peterborough. 

Cnc  case  v.as  attributed  to  Puerperal  Sepsis,  one  to  Peritonitis 
following  a  miscarriage,  and  a  third  to  Nephritis,  or  inflammation 
of  the  kidnevs.  In  my  last  Ren or t  I  alluded  to  the  fact  that  then 
v/ara  only  tbra3  other  counties  with  more  deaths  from  puerperal  fover, 
and  although  in  1924  v<*  "err  free  from  this  scourge,  unfortunately  in 
1925  defer t  and  disaster  must  again  be  acknowledged. 

Now  that  the  new  mat  amity  wards  at  Stamford  Infirmary  are  approaching 
completion  I  world  urgently  advise  you  to  enter  into  arrangements  with 
that  Institution  for  Iho  treatment  of  difficult  cases  of  labour.

The  striking  feature  is  tho  enormously  hire  death  rate  in  the 
Barnack  area  -  exactly  a  fifth  of  the  children  born  succumbed  before 
reaching  one  year  of  life;.  let  this  in  a  healthy  district,  well 
supplied  with  doctors  and  miduves.  Tho  infant  death  rate  in  all 
small  areas  varies  enormously  from  year  to  year,  and  the  following 
are  the  Barrack  infant  mortality  rates  for  the  last  ten  years.

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  the  enormous  importance  of  the 
factor  congenital  debility  is  noted.  It  accounts  for  73;'  of  the  deaths. 
Such  deaths  occur  frequently  before  the  Public  ileal th  Department 
can  do  much,  unless  of  course  medical  ante-natal  care  is  provided, 
and  of  such  care  there  is  little  or  none,  if  I  interpret  the 
followin'."  sentence  in  tho  City  liedical  Officer's  Report  correctly  *- 

"The  Id. 0.11.  (  who  is  also  S.PI.O.)  only  being  able  to  devote  such 
time  as  can  suitably  bo  spared  to  child  v/elfare  work  but  tiniest 
modicum  to  maternity,  such  is  interpreted  as  attending  to  tho 
health  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  " 

The  City  of  Peterborough  publishes  a  detailed  list  of  the 
infant  deaths  in  that  area,  in  which  it  appears  that  9  of  the  35 
infant  deaths  occurred  within  7  days  of  birth?  another  9  within  29  days, 
so  that  it  may  be  inferred  that  half  of  the  infants  who  died  did  not 
attend  an  infant  welfare  centre,  nor  could  they  have  received  many 
visits  from  the  health  Visitor.  Ton  more  deaths  occurred  under  6 
months,  and  the  remaining  7  be two on  6  and  12  months. 

It  is  disappointing  to  road  the  largo  number  of  deaths  due  to 

bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  and  it  is  inferred  from  tho  City  Lledical 
Officer’s  Report  that  much  of  this  is  due  to  bad  nothercraf t . 
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It  is  now  satisfactory  to  record  that  ?rhooping  cough  can  bo 


prevented  in  children  by  the  injection  of  the  blood  of  a  person 
who  has  suffered  from  the  disease.  This  has  been  tried  in  Algiers 
* : i t h  most  successful  results.  Tho  value  of  vaccine  treatment 

in  doclarod  cases  of  the  disease  is  at  present  doubtful. 

HEALTH  VISITING 


In  the  City  of  Peterborough,  whero  ^94  births  are  recorded, 


tho  Health  Visitor  is  reported 
first  visits,  33P  second  visit 


to  have  made  1,383  visits,  r21  being 
s,  and  423  to  children  over  1  year  of  ago. 


7  visits  were  made  to  cases  of  stillbirth,  10  to  cases  of  infant 
mortality,  and  only  28  ante-natal  visits  wore  made.  Very  little  is 
said  in  the  Report  as  to  the  health  either  of  the  infants  or  the 


mothers.  A  table  is  given  as  to  the  method  of  feeding  adopted. 

In  the  Peterborough  Rural  District  and  the  Larnack  Rural  District 
tho  health  visiting  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council’s  Health 
Visitor,  Miss  Etta  O’Sullivan.  During  tho  year  she  made  1,074 
visits  to  the  homes  of  366  infants.  She  made  36  visits  to  expectant 
mothers,  477  visits  to  infants  ynder  1  3rear  of  age,  and  961  visits  to 
infants  between  1  and  5  years  of  age. 

It  is  disappointing  to  read  that  only  215  were  broast  fed;  PC  wero 
bottle  fed  from  the  first,  another  47  we re  fed  partly  on  the  breast 
and  partly  on  the  bottle,  while  in  14  instances  no  note  was  made. 

97  of  the  artificially  fed  children  were  brought  up  on  cows  milk,  and 
only  one  on  goat’s  milk.  Tho  freedom  of  the  goat  from  tuberculosis 
and  the  cleanly  baturo  of  this  animal  as  compared  with  tho  cow,  makes 
its  greater  popularity  very  dosirablo.  11  were  brought  up  on  Nestle ’s 
Hi i  1  k ,  7  on  Allenbury’s  Food,  3  on  Glaxo,  3  on  "Cow  &  Gate”Food,  2  on 
Robinson’s  Patent  Harley,  1  on  Virol,  and  2  on  less  known  patient  foods. 
318  of  the  366  wore  healthy  youngsters;  3P  wero  delicate,  and  P  died. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  while  only  tff*  of  the  breast  fed 

children  failed  to  thrive,  as  many  as  21^  of  the  bottle  fed  infants 

wore  in  a  similar  unsatisfactory  condition  -  a  strong  point  in  favour 
of  natural  feeding.  (  22  ) 
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A  comforter  or  dummy  teat  was  only  used  by  67  infants. 

I  liny  deaths  occurred  among  the  infants  visited  byk  thy  Nurse. 

Thy  causes  of  the  deaths  wore  Prematurity  3  cases  (  2  of  these 
were  twins);  Bronchitis  2  cases;  Pertussis  or  V/ho  oping  Cough  1  case; 
Meningitis  1  case;  Pneumonia  1  case,  and  Tuberculosis  1  case. 

The  following  infantile  defects  and  diseases  wore  found  among  the 
366  infants  11  cases  of  whooping  cough,  2  of  chicken  pox,  2  of 
measles,  10  of  rupture,  11  of  impetigo,  2  of  sore  ears,  and  1  of  each 
of  the  following  •-  Icthyosis;  Naevus;  Ringworm  of  Scalp;  Nasal 
Discharge,  Bronchitis,  and  Rickets. 

The  Nurse  paid  18  visits  to  the  child  suffering  from  nasal  discharge, 
and  13  visits  to  thy  children  suffering  from  ear  trouble. 

As  overlying  is  a  danger  to  bo  guarded  against,  it  is  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  to  record  that  only  84  infants  had  a  separate  bod;  151  shared  the 
parents’  bed,  and  no  note  was  made  in  131.  cases. 

The  clothes  '’ere  described  as  satisfactory  in  336.  No  note  was  made 
on  21,  and  in  only  9  instances  were  they  described  as  unsatisfactory. 
In  297  cases  the  health  of  the  mother  was  stated  to  be  satisfactory. 

23  mothers  were  weak  and  ailing,  and  in  46  no  note  was  made. 

Bad  teeth  were  recorded  in  53  cases.  8  of  the  mothers  complained  of 
constipation;  3  wore  anaemia ,  and  2  were  afflicted  with  venereal 
disease.  One  mother  had  suffered  from  tuberculous  glands,  another 
from  a  tuberculous  hip,  from  which  she  has  made  a  complete  recovery, 

1  from  varicose  veins,  1  from  rheumatism,  1  from  severe  headaches,  and 
1  from  deafness.  One  mother  became  insane  and  had  to  be  removed  to  an 
Asylum.  It  is  most  satisfactory  to  note  that  only  3  of  the  mothers 
wore  dirty  and  slovenly  in  their  habits. 

A  section  of  each  infant  visiting  card  is  devoted  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  homo.  7  houses  wore  said  to  be  dirty;  11  were  very 
damp,  12  were  in  bad  general  repair,  (  2  of  the  12  had  been  condemned 
by  the  Sanitary  Authority  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.)

OR  CONSUMPTION  OF  THE  LUNGS 


The  following  are  the  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
in  each  sanitary  division  of  the  County 
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occurred  in  persons  who  had  only  recently  come  into  residence  in  this 
County.  They  were  already  in  a  far  advanced  stage  of  the  disease  when 
they  came  under  observation.  Tv/ 6  more  occurred  in  infants  under  6 
months  of  age,  and  one  occurred  in  a  youth  of  15  who  had  suffered  from 
haemoptysis  when  a  school  boy,  but  who  had  not  attended  the  school 
clinic  when  run nested  to  do  so.  He  had  taken  up  work  as  an  errand

Certificates  are  also  given  if  disinfection  of  the  premises  is 
thought  necessary,  but  disinfection,  although  much  cherished  by  the 
lay  public,  is  gradually  falling  into  disuse.  In  many  areas, 
especially  at  V/allasley  and  Brighton  tho  ritual  of  burning  some 
stinking  candles  is  entirely  given  up,  with  no  bad  results. 

The  Mature  and  Extent  of  Co-operation  v/ith  General 
and  Special  hospitals,  School  Clinics, 
and  other  Institutions. 

From  time  to  time  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  asked  to  see 
casos  at  the  Peterborough  Infirmary,  and  the  County  Council  has 
arrangements  with  tho  Stanford  Infirmary  to  admit  casos  of  surgical 
tubercul os is . 

The  School  Medical  Officer  for  tho  City  of  Peterborough  refers 
cases  in  which  signs  suggestive  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  nave  been 
found  at  school  medical  inspections. 

The  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  School  Medical  Officer 
for  the  Rural  Districts  being  one  and  the  same  person,  tho  co-operation 
is  naturally  most  cordial  and  prompt  I 

The  Infant  Welfare  Officer  to  the  City  of  Peterborough  also 
sends  casos  to  the  Dispensary. 

Special  Arrangements  made  to  secure  tho  co- operation 
of  Medical  Fractiti oners 

Medical  Practitioners  are  kept  informed  of  tho  arrangements  in 
f or* e 3  for  t h e  t r e a tnon t,  of  i ub ■? r on  1  os i s . 

When  a  case  is  referred  to  him  by  a  medical  practitioner,  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  arranges  either  to  meet  the  practitioner  in 
consultation,  when  the  course  of  treatment  is  decided  on  between  them, 
or  if  a  consultation  is  not.  arranged,  a  letter  is  at  once  sent  stating 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  recommended . 

Ninety  patients  were-  sent  to  the  Dispensary  by  nodical  non,  and 
17  consultations  were  held  in  the  homos  of  tho  patients. 

Modi cal  Form  2  has  net  been  adopted. 

The  examination  of  samples  of  sputa  for  nodical  men  is  undertaken 
by  tho  County  Medical  Officer,  and  if  tho  sample  be  negative,  an 
offer  to  repeat  the  examination  is  always  made. 

During  1925  thirty-seven  samples  of  sputum  were  cent  to  tho 
County  Medical  Officer  for  examination  by  general  practitioners. 

The  arrangements  for  following  up  patients  in  cases 
in  which  tho  diagnosis  is  ioultful. 

These  cases  are  examined  at  weekly  intervals  and  their  sputa 
repeatedly  examined.  Cases  in  which  the  diagnosis  not  not  revealed 
by  these  methods  are  sent  to  Dr  Collins  for  X-ray  examination. 

Patients  are  provide!  with  thormonotnrs  and  are  instructed  by 
the  Nurse  on  tho  methods  of  taking  their  temperature. 

Tho  final  diagnosis  is  always  sent,  to  the  medical  practitioner 
in  charge  of  the  case.  (  gy  ) 
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Arrangements  for  securing  the  examination  and 
systematic  supervision  of  homo  contacts. 


Cn  receipt  of  a  notification  of  a  case  of  tuberculosis  the 
home  is  visited  by  the  Nurse,  and  tho  contacts  are  asked  to  cone  to 
the  Dispensary .  If  they  are  unable  to  do  this,  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  visits  the  home  and  examines  the  inmates. 

If  possible  these  examinations  are  repeated  at  quarterly  intervals 


I  am  persuaded  that  this  is  of  the  greatest  value. 

For  instance,  a  baby  was  certified  to  have  died  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  whole  family  was  examined. 

The  father,  who  was  in  full  work,  was  found  to  have  tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs,  larynx,  and  of  the  bones  of  the  wrist.  At  the  family  was 
living  in  rooms  he  was  at  once  sent  to  a  Sanatorium,  and  on  nis  return 
was  provided  with  an  open-air  shelter. 


Again,  an  advanced  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  sent  by  a 
medical  practitioner  to  the  Dispensary.  The  family  consisted  of 
father,  mother,  and  nine  children.  All  of  then  were  examined. 

,d  been,  ailing  for  some  time.  She  was  found  to  have  bilateral 
with  effusion.  She  was  treated  by  aspiration  and  then  sent 
.natorium.  Another,  a  youth  of  18,  was  found  to  have  disease 
at  the  apices  of  the  lungs,  with  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum. 

He  was  also  sent  to  a  Sanatorium  and  did  well. 

Information  as  to  special  methods  of  diagnosis  and 
treatment  in  use,  and  the  number  of  persons  to 
whom  these  special  methods  have  Leon  applied . 

The  examination  of  sputum  is  always  undertaken,  and  if  negative 
is  repeated  on  several  occasions.  This  method  definitely  settled  the 
diagnosis  is  positive  results  are  found. 

On  the  other  hand  tubercle  bacilli  may  be  absent,  until  the  last 
stages  of  the  disease  or  no  sputum  may  ever  appear. 

Cases  in  which  the  sputum  is  negative  and  the  physical  signs 
doubtful  are  always  referred  for  X-ray  examination. 

Complement  fixation  tests  have  not  been  adopted,  as  there  is 
so  much  dispute  as  to  their  value. 

Artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  has  boon  adopted  in  this  County 
since  the  year  1016.  Previously  to  that  a  trial  was  given  to  various 
much  vaunted  methods.  Tuberculin,  Sodium  Morrhurate,  Sucrose,  and 
Pneumosan  have  all  boon  tried  and  found  useless. 

Lately  in  1026  the  intravenous  injection  of  Gold  Salts  has  been 
tried  on  5  patients.  In  two  the  remedy  seems  to  have  done  dome  good; 
in  the  others  no  result  has  been  obtained. 

The  rosults  of  local  experience  as  to  the  relative 
value  of  each  form  of  treatment. 


First  and  foremost  the  treatment  of  pulmonary,  as  of  all  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis,  is  rest.  I  am  accustomed  to  put  all  patients 
to  bed  for  some  weeks  prior  to  sending  them  to  a  Sanatorium. 

By  this  means  fevor  subsides,  tho  cough  lessens,  the  pulse  is  slowed, 
and  the  weight  increased.  They  are  then  far  more  fitted  for 
Sanatorium  treatment. 

For  the  early  case  the  Sanatorium  is  of  proved  and  tried  value. 
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Sinco  1020,  165  patients  have  been  treated  in  Sanatoria,  and  of 
those,  89  arc  no-;  alive  and  at  work,  27  are  alive  but  not  at  work, 

32  have  died,  2  are  untraced,  and  1  has  loft  the  district. 

The  exact  results  are  as  follows  :•

In  1923 ,  14  of  these  were  alive  and  at  work,  10  are  not  at  work, 
but  in  a  fairly  (rood  state  of  health,  and  10  are  dead. 


1921 .  32  patients  received  Sanatorium  treatment. 

In  1923,  23  are  at  work,  4  are  not  at  work,  and  8  are  dead. 

1922.  22  patients  were  treated. 

In  1925,  12  are  at  work,  5  are  alive  but  not  at  work,  4  are 
dead,  and  1  is  untraced. 


1923.  32  patients  received  Sanatorium  treatment. 

In  1923,  17  are  at  work,  7  are  alive  but  not  at  work,  7  are 
dead,  and  1  has  left  the  district. 


1924.  36  patients  received  Sanatorium  treatment. 

In  1925,  21  are  at  work,  11  are  alive  but  not  at  work,  3 
are  dead,  and  1  is  untraced. 


Artificial  pneumothorax  is  now  an  approved  method  of  treatment 
throughout  the  world. 

Ivlr  Neville  Chamberlain  informed  the  house  of  Commons  on  Hay  12th 
1926  that  only  39  of  the  132  local  authorities  concerned  with  the  care 
ef  tubercular  persons  have  made  arrangements  for  this  valuable  form 
of  treatment 

From  the  end  of  1916  to  the  end  of  1923  the  operation  has  been 
attempted  on  71  porsons  in  this  County,  and  in  50  an  artificial 
pneumothorax  has  been  produced. 

21  of  these  patients  died,  29  cases  are  still  alive,  and  11  of 
these  are  at  work  and  had  lost  all  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

15  were  good  results,  that  is  to  say  they  had  recovered  from  symptoms 
of  considerable  gravity,  they  had  lost  their  cough,  but  had  not 
returned  to  their  old  occupations. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  all  of  these  cases  were  in  a  far 
advanced  stage  of  the  disease,  and  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  any  of 
thorn  would  have  recovered.  In  19  of  the  29  cases  the  tubercle 
bacilli  disappeared  permanently  from  the  sputum.  Two  of  the  female 
patients  have  given  birth  bo  children  since  the  treatment  started, 
and  one  went  through  an  attack  of  acute  lobar  pneumonia  successfully. 

As  I  have  stated  above,  treatment  by  the  intravenous  injection 
of  Gold  Salts  has  been  started,  but  at  present  it  is  too  early  to  say 
if  it  is  likely  to  b3  of  permanent  benefit. 

Very  promising  results  have  boon  obtained  in  7/ales,  and  equally 
gloomy  results  from  the  Cambridgeshire  Tuberculosis  Colony  at  Papworth. 

The  nature  and  extent  of  any  dental  treatment  provided

During  the  year  an  artificial  denture  was  provided  partly  by 
the  patient's  approved  Society,  and  partly  by  the  Council. 

Some  ex-service  patients  have  had  complete  sets  of  false  teeth 
provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 
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Arrangements  for  the  provision  of  Nursing,  or  of  extra 
nourishment  for  patients  living  at  homo . 

Nursing  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council’s  Nurses. 


Patients  with  discharging  sinuses  are  seen  to  daily  by 
Nurses,  and  their  wounds  dressed.

The  arrangements  for  treating  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Up  to  1225  both  adults  and  children  were  treated  at  the 
Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Oswestry. 

Children  are  now  treated  at  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
Northampton,  and  adults  at  Stamford  Infirmary. 

The  necessary  surgical  apparatus  is  provided  at  the  hospitals 
mentioned. 

Cases  of  Lupus  are  sent,  to  the  Charing  Cross  Hospital  London 
for  Finsen  Light  treatment. 


Arrangements  lor  Care  and  After-care,  and  local 
arrangements  for  finding  employment . 

All  cases  returning  from  Sanatoria  are  kept  under  supervision 
at  the  Dispensary. 

There  is  no  After-care  Committee  and  no  arrangements  exist 
for  finding  employment  for  patients. 


Statement  as  to  the  supply  and  supervision  of  Shelters. 

Ten  shelters  are  owned  by  the  Council. 

They  are  removed  from  place  to  place  by  Messrs  Lloodworth  of  St 
Margaret’s  Road,  Fletton.  They  are  disinfected  before  use. 


They  are  examined  porodically  by  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
and  the  necessary  repairs  are  executed  by  Messrs  Bloodworth. 

The  Fublic  Health  Committee  is  kept  informed  as  to  the  state 
of  the  shelters  and  the  localities  in  which  they  are  situated. 

Any  special  points  noted  locally  as  to  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis,  e.g.,  occupation  etc. 

I  have  not  noted  that  any  particular  trade  has  been  specially 
affected.  Recently  in  ono  railway  office  5  cases  have  occurred. 

One  of  these  died,  another  has  severe  pulmonary  and  laryngeal 
tuberculosis,  a  third  has  extensive  deep  seated  disease  in  both  lung 
another  has  disease  at  the  apices,  and  the  fifth  is  quiescent. 
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I  have  never  noted  that  bad  housing  has  much  to  do  with 
tuberculosis.  In  fact  in  Peterborough  the  respectable-  hard  working 
artisan  is  the  main  victim  of  this  disease.

The  Dispensary  has  been  open  for  the  examination  and  treatment 
of  patients  on  103  occasions.  The  days  and  hours  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Clinics  are  from  3-30  to  6-30  r.m.,  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays, 

Special  forms  of  treatment,  such  as  artificial  pneumothorax,  aspiration 
of  abscesses,  plaster  treatment,  and  the  intravenous  injection  of  Gold. 
Salts  is  undertaken  either  at  the  Dispensary  or  at  the  patients’  homes 
from  1C-3C  a. in. -  to  1-30  p . m . ,  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays. 

576  persons  attended  the  Dispensary  ahd  were  examined  and  treated 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  as  compared  with  614  in  1°24;  621  in  1-23: 
537  in  1922,  and  578  in  1921.  These  r76  patients  made  3,154 
attendances,  as  compared  with  3,439  in  1924;  4.091  in  1°23;  3,768  in 
1922,  and  3,662  in  1921.  Included  in  the  figure  of  3,!c4  attendances 
are  1,112  visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  to  the  homes  of  th-j 
patients  for  their  examination  and  treatment,  the  examination  of 

contacts,  the  inspection  of  shelters,  and  the  enquiry  into  the 

financial  circumstances  of  the  family. 
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3SG  operations  tor  artificial  pneumothorax  were  performed,  as 
compared  with  45?  in  1924:  498  in  1923;  and  407  in  1922. 

325  camples  of  sputum  were  examined  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer; 

57  of  these  contained  the  tubercle  bacillus,  and  268  were  negative, 
i.e.,  did  not  contain  this  organism.  6  samples  of  urine  v/ere  examined 
for  the  tubercle  bacillus:  all  of  these  were  negative. 

232-  of  the  578  persons  examined  v/ere  insured  persons,  317  were 
the  dependents  of  insured  persons,  and  27  were  uninsured. 

220  of  the  576  had  been  examined  in  previous  years,  and  356  were  new 
cases.  ninety  of  the  356  new  cases  were  sent  to  me  by  doctors,  and 

17  consultations  were  held  with  medical  men.  156  were  contacts  to 
persons  with  declared  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

279  of  the  576  examined  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  164  v/ere  in  the  first  stage  of  the  disease;  39  in  the 
second  stage,  and  76  in  the  third  stage  of  the  ailment. 

18  of  the  164  in  the  first  stage  of  the  disease,  27  of  the  39  in  the 
second  stage,  and  72  of  the  76  in  the  third  stage  of  the  disease  had 
tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum.

The  cases  which  lead  persons  to  think  they  may  be  suffering 
from  consumption  are  diseases  of  the  throat  and  the  various  degrees 
of  dilation  of  the  bronchi,  and  heart  disease. 

Results . 


Fifty- fiv*  of  the  164  cases  in  the  first  stage  of  the  disease  may 

be  considered  arrested,  and  33  more  may  be  considered  to  have  entered 

upon  a  quiescent  place  of  the  disease  which  is  hoped  will  lead  to  arrest 

67  are  much  improved,  5  show  no  change,  and  4  are  worse. 

58  of  the  164  are  at  work,  and  106  are  not  at  work. 

Four  of  the  39  in  the  second  stage  of  the  disease  may  be  considered 

as  arrested,  and  6  more  as  quiescent.  23  are  improved,  5  show  no  change 

and  1  is  definitely  worse.  Seventeen  of  these  39  are  at  work  at  their 

usual  occupations,  and  22  are  not  at.  work. 

Four  of  the  76  cases  in  the  third  stage  of  the  disease  may  be 

described  as  arrested,  23  are  worse,  and  14  are  dead.  Sixteen  of  the 

76  are  at  work.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  47*  of  the  cases 

in  what  is  usually  regarded  as  a  hopeless  condition  show  much  improvemen 

In  the  r on-pulmonary  forms,  the  case  of  lupus  vulgaris  of  the  face 

is  not  improved,  although  she  receives  fairly  regular  treatment  at 
Charing  Cress  Hospital.  The  case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  skin  is  at 

Alton,  aril  io  aoing  cell. 
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The  two  spinal  cases  have  been  treated,  ane  at  Alton  and  the  other 
at  a  Military  Hospital,  and  are  doing  well.  One  of  the  hip  cases 
may  be  considered  arrested,  and  the  other  is  much  improved. 

Loth  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bones  of  the  finders  are  arrested. 

The  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  knee  joints  have  been  in 
residential  institutions  during  the  year.  One  shows  marked  improvement 
and  tho  other  slight  amelioration.  The  youth  with  bilateral  renal 
tuberculosis  is  able  to  work.  The  case  of  a  school  child  with  serious 
disease  of  the  wrist  and  ankle  has  returned  from  the  Shropshire 
Orthopaedic  hospital  with  the  disease  completely  arrested.  The  case  of 
tuberculosis  Oi  the  ankle  is  being  tree,ted  at  Peterborough  Infirmary 
ihe  case  of  tuberculosis  01  the  tibia  -  the  main  bone  of  th.9  leg  -  is 
doing  veil ,  and  the  girl  with  a  tubercular  elbow  may  be  said  to  show 
definite  improvement.  All  of  the  4  gland  cases  were  cured  by  operation 
1*^  addition  to  these  20  cases  two  oi  the  lung  cases  were 
complicated  by  tubercular  peritonitis.  Loth  of  these  cases  show 
considerable  improvement.  One  of  those  was  treated  by  artificial 
oUnlight  at  the  London  ii.ospital  with  some  benefit,  but  cure  has  not 
resulted . 

NON-PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS . 

There  wore  nine  deaths  from  non- pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1925.

Those  comprised  4  cases  of 
tubercular  glands,  3  cases  of  hip  joint  disease,  2  of  disease  of  the 
peritoneum,  2  of  meningitis,  1  of  tho  kneo  joint,  1  of  tho  ribs,  1  of 
tho  ankle,  and  1  of  the  finger.

The  Clinics  are  held  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  from  3-30  to  7  p.m 
but  if  these  times  are  unsuitable  to  patients,  he  can  generally  arrange 
to  see  them  at  other  tines. 

Intermediate  treatment  for  males  suffering  from  gonorrhoea  is 
given  daily  (  except  Sundays)  from  6-  7  p.m. 

This  intermediate  treatment  for  gonorrhoea  is  undertaken  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

Intermediate  treatment  for  women  is  carried  but  by  Nurse  Muriel 
Bean  at  times  convenient  to  the  patients. 

In-patient  treatment  is  available  for  patients  living  in  the 
Soke  of  Peterborough  at  Nurse  Warburton’s  Nursing  Home. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Manchester  University  Public

Extent  to  which  the  Scheme  has  been  developed. 

The  arrangements  detailed  above  are  in  force. 

Full  records  are  kept  of  all  clinical  and  pathological 
examinations,  and  of  the  treatment  given  to  eash  patient  on  the  forms 
drawn  up  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  0  then  the  L.G.B.)  in  1916. 

A  confidential  register  is  kept. 

The  adequacy  or  otherwise  of  the  arrangements  made. 

The  Clinic,  owing  to  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Committee,  has 
been  fully  and  adequately  equipped. 

Everything  that  I  have  aslced  for  in  the  way  of  equipment, 
structural  alterations  and  repairs  has  been  readily  granted. 

The  extent  to  which  tho  co-operation  of  the  Medical 
Profession  has  been  obtained. 

I  consider  that  this  has  been  obtained,  as  the  majority  of  the 
patients  are  referred  by  medical  practitioners. 


The  steps  taken  to  secure  that  information  as  to  the 
f acilitieSi-provided  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  is 
readily  available,  and  the  readiness  or  otherwise  of 
patients  to  avail  themselves  of  these  facilities. 


At  the  re-organization  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Scheme  in  1924, 
advertisements  v;ere  inserted  in  the  papers  circulating  in  the  district. 

Sinco  then  ibhe  metal  plaques  designed  by  the  British  Social 
Hygiene  Council  (  formerly  the  Society  for  Combating  Venereal  Disease) 
have  been  affixed  to  the  walls  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  in  the

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Steps  taken  to  keep  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area  informed 
of  the  facilities  provided  for  di agn osis  and  treatment . 


At  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  in  1024  a  circular  letter  was  sent 
to  each  practitioner  resident  in  the  County,  and  it  is  proposed  at 
the  beginning  of  each  year  to  circularize  them  again. 

The  number  of  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  who  are 

qualified  to  receive  free  supplies  of  arsene-benzoi  compounds . 

Eight  medical  practitioners  were  qualified  in  1025  to  receive 
free  supplies  of  these  compounds. 

During  the  year  1925  twenty  ampoules  of  Neo-Kharsivan  were  supplied 
to  four  practitioners  for  the  treatment  of  four  patients. 

15  of  these  ampoules  contained  .45  grammes  of  Neo-Kharsivan, 
and  5  contained  .60  grammes  of  Neo-Kharsivan. 

The  extent  to  which  Practitioners  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  facilities  for  pathological  examinations 
provided  by  the  Council. 


Only  17  samples  were  sent  to  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory 
by  medical  practitioners. 

4  of  these  were  sent  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity 
as  Tuberculosis  Officer.  5  of  the  remaining  13  were  sent  by  the 
House  Surgeon  to  the  Infirmary,  sc  that  only  8  samples  were  sent  by 
medical  practitioners  in  private  practice. 

Ho  samples  were  sont  by  the  Infant  Welfare  Officers. 

All  of  these  samples,  with  one  exception,  were  samples  of  blood 
for  the  Wassermann  test  for  syphilis. 

Result  of  any  action  taken  in  the  area  under  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Act  of  1917. 

Ho  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  this  Act. 


THE  WORK  OF  THE  VENEREAL  DISEASES  CLINIC. 

In  January  1925  forty-five  patients  were  in  receipt  of  treatment, 

31  of  these  were  males  and  14  females.  During  the  year  156  new  cases 
attended,  100  being  males  and  56  females. 

32  of  these  156  wore  cases  of  syphilis,  one  was  a  case  of  soft  chancre, 
85  were  cases  of  gonorrhoea,  and  38  were  suffering  from  conditions 
other  than  venereal.  Ninety  of  these  1^6  patients  were  residents  in 
the  Soke  of  Peterborough;  23  lived  in  the  Holland  Division  of  Lincoln¬ 
shire  (  with  whom  you  have  a  working  agreement);  20  lived  in  Huntingdon¬ 
shire;  7  in  the  Kesteven  Division  of  Lincolnshire,  5  in  Middlesex; 

5  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  2  in  Northamptonshire:  1  came  from 
Glasgow,  1  from  Warwickshire,  1  from  Bedfordshire,  and  1  from  Nottingham.

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Peterborough  is  an  industrial  centre,  consequently  commercial 
travellers,  actors,  and  engineers  from  far  afield  form  a  certain 
proportion  of  our  patients. 

nineteen  casos  left  the  district  and  were  referred  to  other 
treatment  centres;  32  patients  were  discharged  as  cured,  and  76 
patients  v:ere  on  December  31st  1925  still  under  treatment. 

34  patients  left  off  attending  before  they  could  be  certified  as 
cured.  None  of  the  patients  received  in-patient  accommodation. 

375  doses  of  arsenobenzol  compounds  were  given  during  the  year, 
chiefly  intravenously. 

The  201  patients  who  attended  during  1925  made  5,050  attendances. 
The  men  patients  made  2,854  attendances,  and  the  women  2,196. 

2,318  of  these  attendances  are  classified  as  intermediate  attendances; 
1,126  of  these  being  made  by  men  and  1,192  by  women.

446  examinations  of  pathological  materials  from  persons  attending 
the  Clinic  were  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of 
Manchester  University.  6  of  these  were  for  the  examination  of 
spirochaetes  taken  from  sores;  295  for  the  detection  of  gonococci, 
and  145  for  the  lVassermann  re-action  for  syphilis. 

In  addition  155  examinations  were  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  in 
his  own  Laboratory.

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT. 

There  are  100  blind  persons  in  the  County  of  the  Soke  of 
Peterborough.  Of  these  46  are  totally  blind. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Peterborough  Association  for  the  Blind  it 
appears  that  3  children  are  being  educated  in  Blind  Schools  by  the 
City  Education  Authority,  and  another  by  the  Soke  of  Peterborough 
Education  Committee.  One  male  patient,  aged  4.6  has  been  sent  by 
the  Soke  of  Peterborough  Authority  to  the  Royal  Midland  Institution 
for  the  Blind  at  Nottingham. 

A  Dep6t  for  the  Blind  has  been  established  since  October  1025 

at  Keeble-  Chambers,  Cowgate ,  Peterborough.  It  consists  of  a  Show 

Room  and  a  Workroom.  Nino  of  the  totally  or  partially  blind  persons 

have  made  constant  use  of  it  for  -work ,  and  have  made  good  progress 

in  chair  Gaining,  rush  seating,  baskets  and  raffia  work. 

From  £8  -  £9  is  distributed  monthly  in  relief  to  help  necessitous 
cases,  such  as  old  age  pensioners.  A  Visitor  to  the  blind  has 
been  appointed  by  the  County  Council,  but  no  mention  of  her  activity 
is  made  in  the  report  to  which  I  have  had  access. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. . 

WATER  SUPPLY . 

The  City  of  Peterborough  is  supplied  with  water  iron 
Braceborough  in  the  Kesteven  Division  of  the  County  of  Lincolnshire,  and 
from  Stton  in  the  Soke  of  Peterborough.  These  supplies  were  fully 
described  in  my  report  for  1912,  and  no  material  changes  of  importance 
have  been  made  since  that  date.  There  are,  I  believe,  5  bores  at 
Braceborough  and  4  at  Etton,  the  average  depth  of  the  former  being 
53r  feet,  and  of  the  latter  over  140  feet.  The  united  supply  amounts 
to  well  over  500  million  gallons,  is  of  satisfactory  purity,  and  in 
addition  to  the  City  of  Peterborough,  supplies  Fletton  and  Woodstone 
in  Huntingdonshire,  and  Stanground  in  the  Isle  of  Ely.  It  also  supplies 
Wer ring ton  with  1,455,000  gallons  a  year:  Walton  with  16,100,000  gallons 
(  over  Seven  million  gallons  of  which  are  used  by  factories);  Dogsthcrpe 
with  7,358,000  gallons;  Newark  with  1,504,000  gallons,  and  Fengate  with 
1,062,000  gallons.  Longt-horpe  is  supplied  with  918,000  gallons,  Eye 
with  5,045,000  gallons,  Gunthorpe  with  1,077,000  gallons,  and  Paston 
with  34,000  gallons.  The  water  supply  will  also  shortly  be  extended  to 
Marholm,  which  was  formerly  dependent  on  the  Milton  Hall  supply  and 
shallow  dip  wells.  Helpston,  Peakirk,  and  Glint on  are  dependent 


upon  bores  sunk  unto  the  Lincolnshire  oolite. 

During  the  year  I  was  asked  to  analyse  water  from  Peakirk  which 
I  had  examined  in  previous  years.-  It  was  always  remarkable  for  the 
large  amount  of  chlorides  and  high  free  ammonia  figure.  The  samples 
taken  this  year  reached  a  marked  increase  in  the  oxygen  absorbed,  and 
I  judged  it  advisable  to  condemn  the  water  provisionally,  but  at  the 
same  time  recommended  that  a  bacteriological  examination  should  be  made. 
Dr  Clapham  accordingly  sent  samples  to  a  Laboratory  in  London,  and 
the  remarks  made  or.  the  analysis,  which  was  quite  satisfactory  from 
tbs  bacteriological  side,  were  as  follows 
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"The  figures  for  Chlorine  and  Amonical  Nitrogen  are  high,  but  as 
the  above  chemical  analysis  is  in  agreement  v/ith  published  analyses, 
this  appears  to  be  characteristic  of  the  district.  Chemical  analysis 
therefore  shoes  no  evidence  of  contamination,  and  as  the  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  is  satisfactory,  the  water  may  be  regarded  as 
safe  for  drinking  purposes  in  its  present  condition. 

You  do  not,  however,  give  any  details  of  the  nature  of  the  surround¬ 
ings,  but  from  the  fact  that  the  boring  is  in  the  village  green  we 
presume  that  drains  and  cesspools  would  not  be  far  off,  and  it  would 
be  well  to  make  sure  that  all  such  are  in  good  condition,  especially 
if  there  is  any  tendency  to  leakage  through  the  iron  lining  of  the 
bore.  n 


It  should  be  noted  that  in  past  years  reports  were  frequently 
made  as  to  the  leakage  of  the  bore  at  Peakirk,  but  since  1922  this 
appears  to  have  been  remedied.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 


report  concerning  the  Clinton  bore  was  equally  satisfactory,  although 
there  too  the  Chloride  content  was  equally  high. 

Castor,  Ailesworth,  Upton,  and  Sutton  depend  entirely  upon 
shalloT/  wells  in  the  gravel  adjoining  the  River  Nene. 

A  full  description  cf  the  Waterworks  at  Wansford  was  given  in 
my  report  for  1914.  No  changes  have  been  made  since  then. 

Earnack  is  supplied  by  springs  arising  from  the  "Hills  and  Holes” 
disused  stone  quarries.  It  is  distributed  to  the  village  by  4 


standpipes.  Bainton  and  Ufford  ard  supplied  by  wells  of  a  shallow 
character. 


V/othorpe .  The  houses  in  this  small  community  derive  their  water 

supply  from  the  Waterworks  ov:ned  by  the  Marquess  of 
Exeter.  The  results  of  recent  analyses  are  said  to  be 
quite  satisfactory. 

Ihornhaugh ,  has  a  conducted  water  supply  arising  from  a  spring  well 

outside  the  village.  It  is  laid  on  to  several  pumps 
in  the  village  street.

Newb crough.  No  solution  to  the  problem  of  the  water  supply  in  this 

scattered  parish,  which  has  730  inhabitants  distributed 
over  5,531  acres,  has  been  found.  Probably  an  extension 
of  the  Peterborough  supply  from  Eye  would  be  the  best 
solution,  although  there  is  a  good  bore  180  feet  deep 
at  Wilson's  Farm.  At  the  present  time  the  inhabitants 
derive  their  drinking  water  from  ditches,  which  are 
exposed  to  kkg  pollution  from  various  sources,  and  from 
the  effluent  of  the  Helpston  Paper  Mill. 
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Borough  Fen.  This  is  another  scattered  parish  containing  167 

premises  distributed  over  2,884  acres. 

The  inhabitants  derive  their  water  supply  from  the 
dykes  which  are  contaminated  by  the  untreated  sewage 
from  the  Deepings. 


Deeping  Gate,  depends  on  shallow  wells,  subject  to  contamination 

by  river  water.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  get  their 
supply  from  a  deep  bore  across  the  River  in  Market 
Deeping. 

Maxey  and 

Northborough  are  dependent  upon  shallow  wells. 

Many  of  these  are  faultily  constructed. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewage  in  the  City  of  Peterborough  is  taken  to  a  sewage 
farm  of  about  315  acres  in  extent.  The  whole  scheme  of  disposal 
is  now  being  re-organized.  Up  to  1922  four  new  tanks  had  been 
installed.  The  tanks  are  capable  of  holding  one  axuarter  of  the  dry 
weather  flow.  After  passing  through  the  tanks  the  sewage  is 
distributed  by  broad  irrigation.  Walton,  Werrington.  Dogsthferpe 
and  Garton  End  are  connected  with  the  Peterborough  Sewage  Farm. 

The  Werrington  sewage  is  pumped  towards  Walton.  Walton  is  sewered 
with  a  fall  away  from  Peterborough  to  the  junction  of  the  Lincoln 
and  Marholm  roads,  where  it  meets  the  sewage  from  Werrington. 

The  sewage  is  then  pumped  by  oil  and  electrical  engines  to  the 
Peterborough  City  Sewers  at  the  Dogsthorpe  End  of  St  Paul's  Road. 

A  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  Past  on  and  Gunthorpe  is  now  in 
preparation,  and  that  for  Fengate  was  drawn  up  just  at  the  end  of  the 
year  under  review,  and  was  in  process  of  being  made  public  for  the 
purpose  of  inviting  tenders. 

Since  the  last  report  Eye  has  been  provided  with  a  satisfactory 
sewage  scheme  at  a  cost  of  £2,443.  Mr  Penwill  remarks  that  the 
v;orks  are  overhauled  once  a  week.  This  is  not  enough  during  wet 
weather,  and  it  would  be  better  if  the  roadmen  could  attend  daily. 

It  also  appears  that  the  sludge  is  not  regularly  removed,  which 
increases  the  nuisance. 
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The  sewage  disposal  at  Feakirk  is  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
condition.  Much  of  it  stagnatises  in  a  field  close  to  the  Hermitage. 
It  has  been  suggested  for  some  years  now  that  the  sewage  should  bo 
distributed  over  a  filter  bed  and  the  effluent  allowed  to  flow 
into  the  Highland  Drain  of  the  IJevfcorough  and  Borough  Fen  drainage 
system. 


Helps ton 


The  pollution  fron  the  Paper  Works  still  continues. 

After  a  course  of  about  4  miles  the  ditch  which  receives 
the  effluent  from  the  Mill  finally  discharges  into  the 
Welland.  If  the  v/ater  in  the  Folly  is  low  there  is  a 
danger  of  water  being  drawn  from  the  Welland  into  the 
Folly,  and  so  polluting  the  Rewborough  water  supply. 

At  kaxey  the  houses  drain  into  the  ditches  which  encircle  the  village 
and  often  cause  a  serious  nuisance. 

The  sewage  disposal  at  Etton  and  Glint on  also  discharges  into  the 
ditches . 

The  sewage  disposal  in  the  villages  comprised  in  the  Earnack 
District  is  of  the  same  unsatisfactory  character,  but  no  gross  nuisance 

v  C 

has  come  to  my  notice,  either  at  Barrack,  Eainton.  or  Thornhaugh. 

CLOSET  ACCQkkGDATICil. 

There  are  no  privies  or  pail  closets  in  the  City  of  Peterborough. 
The  sanitary  conveniences  are  water  closets.  In  Walton  the  prevailing 
type  is  also  the  water  closet.  In  Newark  pit  closets  are  being 
gradually  replaced  by  pails.  In  Eengate  there  are  pails  and  privies. 

In  Eye  there  are  a  few  U.C.’s  but  there  are  still  many  pit  closets, 


which  are  being  replaced  by  sanitary  pails.  In  Borough  Fen  and 
Rewborough  the  prevailing  type  of  closet  is  the  pit.  At  Northborough 
there  are  still  many  pit  closets  and  several  remain  at  Marholm.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

In  the  City  of  Peterborough  there  is  a  weekly  collection  of 
house  refuse,  which  is  disposited  on  a  refuse  dump  1#  miles  distant 

from  the  City.  There  is  no  refuse  destructor. 


(  42  ) 
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In  the  Peterborough  Rural  District  house  refuse  is  removed 
by  contract  at  Walton,  but  its  disposal  is  becoming  a  matter  of  some 
difficulty.  There  is  a  tip  available  at  Wer ring ton  to  which  rubbish 
would  have  to  be  removed  by  motor.  The  rubbish  from  the  City  of 
Peterborough's  houses  at  Dogsthorpe  is  also  removed  by  contract,  but 
this  privilege  does  not  extend  to  the  inhabitants  of  other  houses  in 
Garton  End  and  Dogsthorpe.  Removal  of  night  soil  is  undertaken 

by  contract  at  Castor,  Ailesworth,  Fengate,  and  Newark. 

There  is  also  a  system  of  scavenging  in  force  in  the  village  of  Barnack 
in  the  Barnack  Rural  District.  In  all  the  other  villages  the 
householders  dispose  of  their  own  refuse. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  fnom  the  reports  6,422  inspections 
were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  County.  4,126  were  made 
in  the  City  of  Peterborough;  996  in  the  Peterborough  Rural  District, 
and  1,300  in  the  Barnack  area.  In  the  City  of  Peterborough  126 
complaints  were  received.  The  number  is  not  stated  in  the  report  of 
the  Peterborough  Rural  District,  and  in  the  Barnack  District  there  were 
only  two.  110  informal  notices  were  served;  97  in  the  City  of  Peter¬ 
borough,  7  in  the  Peterborough  Rural  District,  and  6  in  the  Barnack 
District.  606  nuisances  were  abated  in  the  City  of  Peterborough,  and 
388  in  the  Barnack  area.  In  the  Peterborough  Rural  District  17 
privies  were  converted  into  water  closets.  In  the  Barnack  area  26 
privies  were  repaired,  6  were  converted  to  pails,  and  2  to  water 
closets . 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be 
controlled  by  Bye-laws  or  Regulations. 

There  are  5  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the  City  of 
Peterborough.  Only  3  verbal  warnings  were  necessary,  and  the  houses 
are  usually  clean  and  generally  satisfactory. 

There  are  only  3  offensive  trades  in  the  County.  These  are 
situated  in  the  Peterborough  Rural  District.  Two  of  these  are 
knackeries  and  one  is  a  tannery.  5  inspections  v/ere  made  and  the 
conditions  found  were  as  satisfactory  as  can  be  expected.

In  the  City  of  Peterborough  143  new  houses  were  erected  during 

1925.  8  of  these  were  built  with  State  assistance.  In  1924  in  the 

City  88  houses  were  built,  8  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  49  by  private 
persons  in  receipt  of  the  State  subsidy. 

In  1923,  28  houses  were  built,  but  none  with  State  assistance,  in  1922 
9  houses  were  built,  in  1921,  38,  and  in  1920,  14  -  a  total  of  320 
houses  since  1920.  (  44  )

The  housing  difficulty  at  the  end  of  192q  was  still  in  evidence 
in  the  City  of  Peterborough.  The  supply  did  not  meet  the  demand: 
there  was  still  much  sub-letting.  At  the  end  of  1°24  there  were 
375  houses  occupied  by  more  than  one  family.  Tho  amount  of 
overcrowding  in  recent  years  as  compared  with  1911  is  ascertained  by 
looking  at  the  Census  figures  of  1911  and  1921.  In  1911  1.1  per  cent 

of  the  population  in  the  City  of  Peterborough  were  living  more  than 
2  persons  to  a  room.  In  1921  2.8  per  cent  of  the  population  were 


living  under  similar  conditions. 

During  the  year  a  report  on  the  stats  of  the  House  boats  on  the 
River  Kene  was  sent  to  the  Count;/  Council.  It  appears  that  there  are 
30  boats  accommodating  93  persons.  Two  of  these  boats  were  unoccupied. 
In  two  or  three  instances  the  boats  are  without  closet  accommodation. 

In  others  the  closet  is  a  pan  in  the  living  room.  In  others  there 
is  a  separate  apartment  for  the  sanitary  convenience. 

In  5  cases  the  river  water  was  drunk,  and  in  two  a  questionable 
supply  was  used.  The  boats  are  moored  against  the  banks  and  there 
is  a  quantity  of  slimy  mud  and  organic  matter  around  the  boats, 
which  at  times  is  offensive.  Some  40  young  persons  live  in  these 
boats,  and  in  some  of  the  boats  the  cubifc  space  is  small.  Thus  in 
one  boat  5  persons  were  accommodated  in  a  cubic  space  of  433  feet; 
in  another  a  man,  his  wife,  and  a  girl  of  10  in  a  space  of  393  feet. 

A  family  of  7  occupied  2  boats,  one  with  a  cubic  capacity  of  374 
feet,  and  another  with  a  cubic  capacity  of  269  feet.  In  one  of  the 


boats  (  not  one  of  those  just  mentioned)  a  girl  developed  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  with  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum.  She  went  to  a 


Sanatorium  for  a  prolonged  period  and  has  returned  cured. 

In  the  Peterborough  Rural  District  there  were  56  new  houses  erected 


in  1925;  11  in  1924;  13  in  1923;  37  in  1922,  106  in  1921,  and  31  in 
1920  -  a  total  of  254  since  1920. 

In  1911  2.3  per  cant  of  the  population  were  living  under  overcrowded 
conditions,  as  compared  with  3  per  cent  in  1921* 
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Thirty-seven  notices  of  repair  were  served,  of  which  34  were 
complied  with.  Two  houses  at  Feakirk  ’were  demolished  at  the  request 
of  the  owners.  Ten  Closing  Orders  were  made. 

The  Council  has  now  embarked  on  the  building  of  176  houses, 
for  which  there  are  301  applicants.  In  1914  the  Council  erected  20 
houses  at  Walton  and  14  at  Eye.  Between  1920  and  1922  there  were 
erected  •-  32  houses  at  Walton,  12  at  Eye,  8  at  lielpston,  6  at  Glinton, 

4  at  i'axey,  4  at  St  ton,  14  at  Herrington,  S  at  Marholm,  and  1C  at 
Ailesworth.  The  Scheme  for  the  176  houses  is  divided  into  3 

sections  •-  Walton  (Fast on  Lane)  26;  Eye  (  Growl and  Road)  12,  and 
6  more  in  Eyetury  Street;  10  in  Crown  Road ,  Newb enough ,  8  at  Dogsthorpe, 
and  8  at  Borough  Fen.  The  second  section  consists  of  14  houses  at 
Fengate,  12  at  Northborough,  8  at  Glinton,  4  at  Castor,  4  at  Maxey, 
and  4  at  Etton.  The  third  section  will  consist  of  32  houses  at 
Walton,  12  at  Herrington,  10  at  lielpston,  and  4  at  Peakirk. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Peterborough  Rural  District  Council  has 
made  most  extensive  and  complete  plans  for  the  re-housing  of  the  people. 
Hr  Penwill  suggests  that  those  who  have  up  till  now  lived  in  condemned 
houses  should  have  the  first  chance  of  becoming  the  tenants  of  the 
new  Council  dwellings*  Allusion  is  made  in  Mr  Penwill !s  Report 
on  the  desirability  of  preparing  a  town  planning  scheme  for  that  part 
of  his  area  adjoining  Peterborough.  This  was  delayed  owing  to  the 
Peterborough  Corporation  saying  they  would  prepare  a  scheme. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1925  nothing  had  boon  done. 

Tho  Peterborough  Corporation  are  developing  their  property  in  the 
parish  of  Longthorpe,  and  a  verbal  agreement  was  apparently  mads  as  to 
the  administration  of  roads,  sewers,  and  water  supply,  but  nothing 
more  definite  has  resulted. 

In  the  Larnack  Rural  District  6  bouses  were  built  by  private 

enterprise  in  1925.  From  1921  -  1925  fifty-six  houses  were  built 
in  the  Earnack  Rural  District,  2  at  Ashton,  30  at  Barnack,  16  at 
flittering,  4  at  Thornhaugh,  and  2  at  Ufford.

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During  the  same  period  Closing  Orders  were  made  concerning  32 
houses,  2  at,  Ashton,  &  at  liainton,  14  at  Barnack,  11  at  17i  1 1 3r i ng , 
and  3  it  U1  f  ord  •  Ons  house  has  boon  left  derelict  at  Ashton,  and 
/  navo  bean  demolished  at  B&rnack.  The  rest  have  been  improved. 
According  to  the  Census  returns  of  1021,  60  persons  -  or  3.6  per  cent  - 
cf  the  population  v’ ere  living  uncier  overcrowded  conditions,  as 
compared  with  3  peh  cent  in  1911.

So  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  the  District  Medical  Officers T 
Reports  there  are  114  cowkeopers  in  the  County;  6  in  the  City  of 
Peterborough,  92  in  the  Peterborough  Rural  District,  and  16  in  the 
Barnack  area.  539  inspections  of  the  premises  were  made,  68  in  the 

City  or  Peterborough,  279  in  the  Peterborough  Rural  District,  and  192 
in  the  Barnack  Rural  District. 

During  1925  the  Health  Committee  of  the  City  considered  53 
applications  from  persons  outside  the  Borough  to  sell  milk  within  the 
'-'it.y.  11  ware  registered  as  fit,  9  were  registered  conditionally, 

15  were  adjourned,  11  were  referred  back,  and  7  wore  refused. 

It  is  unsatisfactory  to  read  in  the  reports  of  the  District 
Medical  Officers  how  difficult  it  is  to  get  a  clean  milk.  In  55  per  cei 
of  the  premises  supplying  the  City  of  Peterborough  there  is  no  laid- on 
wafer  supply.  Then  unlicensed  milk  sellers  ply  their  trade  in 
Peterborough  as  openly  as  their  licensed  competitors.  Promises  are 
registered,  says  the  City  Medical  Officer,  contrary  to  his  advice. 
i;e  also  refers  to  the  fact,  that  although  some  of  the  milk  sold  in  the 
City  is  delivered  to  the  customers  in  glass  bottles,  the  milk  has  on 
some  occasions  been  drawn  from  the  churn  bf  another  dealer  and  hurriedly 
transferred  without  sterilization  into  the  empty  bottles. 

There  are  no  licenses  granted  for  the  sale  of  milk  under  Special 
Ossirnntions . 
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The  production  of  clean  milk  depends  upon  an  adequate  water 
supply,  clean  cows,  clean  milkers,  and  clean  vessels.  Palatial 
buildings  are  unnecessary.  A  very  filthy  milk  is  often  produced  in 
very  expensive  buildings.  If  dairy  workers  could  for  a  short 
period  of  time  be  drilled  in  the  aseptic  surgical  technique  which  is 
the  ordinary  routine  of  a  trained  nurse,  the  problem  of  a  clean  milk 
supply  would  be  solved.  Here,  as  in  so  many  other  fields  of  public 
health, work,  the  solution  of  the  problem  is  the  application  of  Lord 
Lister’s  methods  to  everyday  life.  Portable  apparatuses  for  the 
sterilization  of  milk  churns  and  vessels  are  made  by  one  of  the 
engineering  firms  in  the  City  of  Peterborough,  and  should  go  far 
towards  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  a  clean  milk  supply. 

MEAT. 

There  is  no  public  abattoir  in  the  County. 

In  1920  there  wore  8  registered  slaughter-houses  and  22  licensed 
slaughter-houses  in  the  County.  In  January  1°25  there  were  13 
registered  and  23  licensed  slaughter-houses,  and.  in  December  1928 
there  were  13  registered  and  24  licensed  slaughter  houses. 

In  the  City  of  Peterborough  there  are  23  licensed  slaughter-houses. 
The  licenses  are  subject  to  annual  renewal.  They  are  kept  clean,  and 
well  managed,  with  one  exception.  It  w? s  only  necessary  to  send  two 
cautionary  letters.  1,106  visits  cf  inspection  were  made. 

2,800  beasts  are  killed  yearly  in  the  City  slaughter  houses. 

In  the  Rural  District  of  Peterborough  there  ore  10  registered 
slaughter-houses.  They  are  mostly  in  good  order.  One  slaughter¬ 
house  at  Ailesworth  is  used  as  a  coach  house,  and  if  this  be  continued 
legal  proceedings  will  be  taken.  To  systematic  inspection  of 
carcases  is  made,  but  42  inspections  of  slaughter  houses  were  made. 

4  carcases  cf  pigs,  and  1  bullock  was  condemned  during  the  year. 

In  the  Bs.rn.nck  District  there  are  3  registered  and  1  licensed 

slaughter-house.  36  inspections  were  made,  and  72  carcases  inspected, 
but  no  unsound  meat  was  found.

Sevan  official  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  one  farmer. 

Be  was  fined  CIO  on  the  first  summons,  and  £1  each  on  the  remaining

In  another  instance  an  informal  sample  was  found  to  contain  26.94# 
added  water.

In  company  with  the  Liberty  of  Peterborourh  Inspector 
another  sample  was  taken  from  the  farmer,  and  found  to  contain  22.47# 
added  water.  Samples  v/ere  then  taken  on  two  subsequent  occasions  direct 
from  the  cows.  They  were  found  to  be  genuine.  Legal  proceedings 
were  taken.  The  vendor  was  fined  £2  and  costs  £2-  6-  C.  The  farmer 


was  fined  £12-  10-  0,  and  costs  £2-  6-  0. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (  MILK  AND  CREAK  )  REGULATIONS  1912. 


No  samples  of  preserved  cream  were  analysed  from  the  Rural 
districts.  In  the  City  3  samples  were  analysed,  2  of  cream  and  1 
of  preserved  cream.  All  were  genuine.  None  of  the  samples  of  milk 
contained  preservatives. 


EPIDEMIC  DISEASES 


The  principal  epidemic  diseases  are  small-pox,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  scarlet  fever,  enteric  fever,  and  diarrhoea  under  2  years. 
There  were  12  deaths  from  these  diseases;  2  from  measles,  4  from 
whooping  cough,  1  from  scarlet  fever,  1  from  enteric  fever,  and  4 
from  diarrhoea  under  2  years  of  age. 

This  gives  an  epidemic  death  rate  of  .22  per  1000  -  a  very 
satisfactory  figure.

The  first  point  to  notice  is  the  presence  amongst  us  of  Small-pox, 
The  two  cases  resided  at  Werrington.  They  had  recently  removed  from 


Rotherham. 


One  of  the  cases  was  attending  the  County  Council  Clinic 


in  Fitzwilliam  Street.  He  did  not  attend  the  Clinic  from  May  13th 
to  May  18th  on  account  of  what  he  termed  "Influenza. ’*  On  May  18th 
he  attended  with  a  typical  eruption  of  small-pox  on  the  forehead  and 


extremities . 


I  at  once  communicated  with  Dr  Clap ham 


who  concurred 


in  the  diagnosis,  and  the  City  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  sent 
for  as  he  in  in  charge  of  the  Small-pox  Hospital.  Unfortunately 
the  ambulance  driver  was  away  from  home,  and  it  v/as  not  until  some 
hours  later  that  the  case  could  be  removed.  Shortly  afterwards 
the  sister  of  the  patient  developed  the  disease  and  was  removed  to  the 
Small-pox  Hospital.  Two  younger  children  attended  Glint  on  School. 
They  were  vaccinated,  but  I  believe  they  did  not  take,  so  perhaps 
they  too  had  had  the  disease.  Prompt  measures  were  taken:  the 

family  and  the  one  in  tli9  adjoining  house  were  put  in  quarantine. 
Provision  was  made  for  food  and  all  other  necessities  to  be  sent  to 
them. 
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Lr  Penwill,  assisted  by  I.Ir  James  Crows  on,  carried  out 
necessary  disinfection,  with  the  exception  of  the  bedding 
treated  at  the  Peterborough  Corporation  Disinfector.

Dr  Clapham  attended  every  evening  for  14  days.  12  persons  were 
vaccinated  and  14  re-vaccinated.  The  patient,  prior  to  being  seen 
by  me,  had  been  in  the  waiting  room  with  6  other  patients.  3  cf  these 
were  vaccinated  and  3  others  re-vaccinated  by  the  City  Medical  Officer 
Ox  Health.  Chicken  Pox  was  made  notifiable  for  3  months,  and  35 
cases  v/ere  notified;  1C  in  the  City  of  Peterborough,  and  25  in  the 
Peterborough  Rural  District. 


The  next  point  to  notice  is  the  small  number  of  diphtheria  cases 
which  have  been  notified,  and  the  complete  absence  of  any  fatal  cases. 
Ln  the  other  hand,  it  is  noted  that  4  deaths  are  assigned  to  Vincent Ts 
Angina,  and  that  3  of  these  cases  odcurred  in  a  school.  As  a  general 
rule  vincent’s  Angina  is  not  a  fatal  disease,  and  until  the  L'ar  only 
12  fatal  cases  were  recorded.  Further,  it  is  not  a  disease  which  as  a 
general  rule  is  likely  to  spread  from  one  person  to  another.  This 
little  epidemic  presented,  therefore,  very  unusual  features.

Three  cases  of  Sleeping  Sickness  (  Encephalitis  Lethargica) 

wore  notified,  and  4  deaths  are  recorded.  I  have  also  come  across 

two  or  three  cases  of  parkinsonism  in  consultation  with  medical 

practitioners.  So  far  no  special  form  of  treatment  is  afforded  to 
the  sufferers  of  the  after-effects  of  this  dreadful  disease.

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  although  the  number  of  cases 
of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  is  high  when  compared  with  other  parts  of 

England,  no  permanent  blindness  has  resulted. 

No  work  has  yet  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  Schick 
and  Dick  Tests  for  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

An  excellent  steam  disinfector  is  provided  at  the  Stamford 
Infirmary,  and  there  is  also  a  disinfector  at  the  Peterborough 
Corporation  Sanatorium,  though  of  what  kind  I  have  not  been  informed. 
Disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  throughout  the  County  by 
formalin  vapour. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  stored  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
of  the  City  of  Peterborough  and  the  Peterborough  Rural  District,  and 
can  be  obtained  by  practitioners  if  application  be  made  to  them. 

In  the  Barnack  Rural  District  it  is  obtained  on  application  to  Stamford 
I nf i rmary .
